was finally resolved at a meeting between representatives 

of Ata and of the Histadrut. The agreed communiqué that 
fasued best sets out the facts: 


“At the meeting which took place on December &, 
1958 between the representatives of the Vaad Hapoel 
of the Histadrut. Messrs. A. Becker and T. Meshel, 
and the representatives of Ata, Messrs. J.M. Geri, H. 
Moller and EA. Kirschner, the attitude of the Vaad 
Hapoel of the Histadrut regarding the transfer to the 
Haifa Labour Council of direct concern for the affairs 
of the workers of Ata was considered. 

“The representatives of the Vaad Hapoel explained 
- the circiusastances surrounding the decision taken for 
the purpose of negotiating with the management by 
the Central Committee on September 21, 1958 and de- 
elared that the Vaad Hapoel of the Histadrut still sees 
itself responsible for the proper implementation of 
the labour agreement signed by its representatives on 
August 18, 1957. The representatives of the Vaad Ha- 
poel further stated that the Haifa Labour Council 
would in matters of Ata be represented by Mr. Avig- 
dor Eshet ‘a mémber of the secretariat of the Haifa 
Labour Council). 

“The representatives of the management of Ata 
stated their ent and took note of the decla- 
rations and lanations...’ 

Matters have also moved forward in the dismissals of 
gedundant workers. Following the resignation of the arbi- 
trator, General T. Dort, the Ministers of Commerce & In- 
éustry and of Justice appointed Advocate I. Harari, MX. 
im his place. The arbitration commenced in January 1959 
and the first stage ended with an award by Mr. Harari in 
which he rejected all the arguments of the representatives 
of the workers — particularly the claim of arbitrariness on 
the part of the management — against the validity of our 
notice in which we informed the Workers Committee of 
the number of workers that we considered redundant and 
therefore to be dismissed. The award lays down that it is 
the sole right of the management to fix such a number. 
Following this award, and after some delay, negotiations 
started on the names of those to be dismissed. Agreement 
has been reached on about half of them and it is tc be 
hoped that this chapter will soon be closed. 

In the second arbitration, on the question of pensions, 
before Dr. Foerder, the Chairman of the Board of the Bank 
Leumi, an award has also been given.

J tiene Ptr per cent of child- 
ren ini Israel have “heart 


murmurs” according to a re- 


cent afticle in the “Archives 
of Diseases in Childhood.” 
The authors, all experienced 
physicians, listened to the 
hearts of over 2,000 children 
and heard some abnormality 
of the sounds in 240 of them. 
Thig figure of 12 per cent is 
rather more than the nine 
per cent reported two years 


ago but much less than for 
children in England. 

How are these “murmurs” 
caused and, more important 
from the child's point of
